1 . I am informed and believe that Crucell is the assignee of U.S. patent application serial 
no. 10/002,750. 



2. I am informed and believe that IntroGene BV made a deposit of the PER.C6 cell line, 
under ECACC deposit number 96022940 under the provisions of the Budapest Treaty with the
